The  latest  set  of  financial  statistics  on  chemists' 
turnover  from  the  A.  C.  Nielsen  research  organisation 
(p45)  makes  sorry  reading  to  those  who  believe  the 
public  should  continue  to  have  ready  access  to  a 
"community"  pharmacist. 

For  the  first  time  in  any  Nielsen  category  of  business 
size,  the  NHS  share  of  turnover  has  gone  above  the 
60  per  cent  mark — and  it  is  only  seven  years  since  the 
50  per  cent  barrier  was  first  breached.  Admittedly  the 
March-April  period  always  shows  the  greatest  swing  to 
NHS  of  the  year,  but  the  trend  is  inexorably  upward  in 
all  groups  with  even  the  large  independents  two  points 
above  the  50  :  50  ratio. 

In  fact,  Nielsen's  presentation  of  the  data  understates 
the  case  since  outlets  selling  chemists'  merchandise 
are  included  in  the  counter  sales  figures — when  the 
NHS  and  OTC  turnover  of  pharmacies  is  considered  in 
isolation,  Nielsen  have  told  C&D,  the  NHS  proportion  for 
independents  is  revealed  as  over  two  points  higher 
than  stated. 

The  trend  would  be  less  disturbing  if  it  could  be 
attributed  to  NHS  remuneration  improving  greatly  in 
real  terms.  But,  unfortunately,  the  underlying  problem 
must  relate  to  counter  turnover  failing  to  keep  pace 
with  inflation.  That  is  particularly  true  for  the  smaller 
independent  who,  with  the  Nielsen  "under  £20,000" 
definition  (1966  levels)  must  already  be  regarded  as 
closest  to  the  borderline  of  viability. 

Cash  sales  for  small  independents  were  only  15  per 
cent  up  on  the  previous  year  and  even  the  large 
independents,  20  per  cent  ahead,  seem  to  be  failing  to 
keep  pace  with  the  inflationary  situation. 

We  do  not  believe  that  the  trend  towards  total 
dependence  on  the  National  Health  Service  is  good  for 
the  future  of  the  independent  pharmacist's  service  to 
his  community.  But  reversal  of  the  trend  involves 
attracting  more  customers  into  the  shop  and  persuading 
them  to  make  purchases  from  the  pharmacy  rather 
than  elsewhere. 

But  that  challenge  is  not  the  only  problem  that 
pharmacy  must  tackle.  In  addition  to  all  that  is  implied 
by  the  Nielsen  figures,  there  are  the  difficulties  of 
trading  in  an  inflationary  situation  and  the  current 
tendency  to  blame  the  retailer  for  rising  prices — a  view 
that  often  seems  to  be  encouraged  by  those  who  know, 
or  should  know,  that  the  retail  trade  is  tightly  controlled 
in  respect  of  net  and  gross  margins. 

Then  there  is  the  superficial  interpretation  of  the 
oft-quoted  retail  price  index  that  has  caused  the  Retail 
Consortium  to  point  out  that  only  half  of  the  index 
represents  prices  in  shops.  "The  other  half,  which  has 
been  rising  faster  than  shop  prices,  concerns  itself  with 
services  of  every  kind,  together  with  the  products  of 
the  nationalised  industries,  and  is  in  no  way  a  retail 
responsibility".  Appositely  it  adds  "it  is  in  fact  as  much 
a  burden  for  the  retail  trade  as  for  anybody  else". 

In  spite  of  such  problems  in  the  retail  sector,  it  is 
the  memory  of  a  certain  Mr  Powell  which  underlines 
our  preference  for  the  "broadly  based  pharmacy"  as 
being  more  likely  to  provide  the  best  service  to  the 
public  and  return  for  the  pharmacist.

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'Small'  chemists'  NHS 
up  to  60  pc  mark 


National  Health  Service  dispensing  accoun- 
ted for  60  5  per  cent  of  the  March-April 
turnover  of  "small"  independent  chemists 
— defined  as  those  doing  under  £20,000 
a  year  at  1966  levels — according  to  the 
latest  chemist  Retailer  Report  by  A.  C. 
Nielsen  Co  Ltd,  the  Oxford-based  research 
organisation.  The  figure  is  5  per  cent  up 
on  the  January-February  proportion  for 
NHS,  and  compares  with  58  8  per  cent  in 
March- April  1974. 

Meanwhile,  counter  turnover  for  chem- 
ists generally  (Nielsen  statistics  do  not 
include  the  Boots  organisation)  is  failing 
to  keep  pace  with  inflation,  said  to  be 
running  at  20  per  cent  a  year  for  the  year 
under  review.  Cash  sales  were  up  18  per 
cent  for  all  chemists — but  only  15  per 
cent  for  small  independents.  Multiples  and 
Co-operative  chemists'  cash  sales  were  up 
18  per  cent;  large  independents  20  per 
cent.  Chemists  will  consistently  be 
required  to  show  turnover  increases  at 
the  inflation  rate  if  they  are  not  to  lose 
volume,  Nielsen  warn. 

Turnover  up  22-6  per  cent 

Average  weekly  turnover  was  22  6  per 
cent  ahead  of  the  previous  year  at 
£11,401,000,  with  the  following  break- 
down per  shop:

Sterling  volume  was  shared  between 
the  shop  types  in  the  ratio  multiples- 
Coops  14  7  per  cent,  large  independents 
56  0  per  cent,  small  independents  29  3  per 
cent.  Health  Service  prescriptions  in 
March  were  divided  87  4  per  cent  inde- 
pendents to  12.6  per  cent  multiples- 
Coops,  the  average  number  per  shop  being 
1,919  and  2,097  respectively. 

In  March-April,  NHS  represented  44  8 
per  cent  for  multiples-Coops,  549  per 
cent  for  all  independents,  52  0  per  cent  for 
large  independents  and,  as  stated  above, 
60  5  per  cent  for  small  independents. 

Pointing  out  the  facts 
to  trade  unions 

The  Retail  Consortium  views  with  great 
concern  the  tendency  of  some  trade 
unionists  to  blame  the  retailer  for  rising 
prices.  It  says  that  the  "retail  price  can 
only  derive  from  the  cost  of  the  finished 
product  of  manufacturing  industry,  the 
price  reflects  the  increase  in  industrial 
costs  including  wages  and  if  supplied  from 
abroad,  the  adverse  effect  of  wage  infla- 
tion on  the  purchasing  power  of  sterling." 

The  Consortium  adds  "Nor  should  it 
be  forgotten  by  these  ready  critics  that 


only  haif  of  the  retail  price  index  repre- 
sents prices  in  the  shops.  The  other  half 
which  has  been  rising  faster  than  shop 
prices  concerns  itself  with  services  of 
every  kind,  together  with  the  products  of 
the  nationalised  industries,  and  is  in  no 
way  a  retail  responsibility.  Indeed  it  is  in 
fact  as  much  a  burden  for  the  retail  trade 
as  for  anybody  else." 

They  criticise  suggestions  that  the  solu- 
tion to  inflation  lies  in  freezing  prices. 

"The  retail  trade  is  tightly  controlled 
in  respect  of  both  net  and  gross  margins 
and  in  the  face  of  constantly  inflated  costs 
is  usually  trading  at  prices  below  the 
levels  permitted  by  control  and  is  un- 
deniably short  of  cash  as  indeed  the 
reports  of  the  Price  Commission  and  the 
EDC  for  ihe  Distributive  Trades  have 
shown.  Price  increases  still  in  the  pipeline 
will  so  affect  the  retailer's  profit  that  the 
wages  of  his  staff  will  be  at  risk." 

On  the  suggested  flat-rate  wage  increase 
the  consortium  says  "If  these  flat-rales  are 
fixed  at  the  level  required  by  well-paid 
skilled  workers  in  manufacturing  industry, 
they  will  absorb  most  of  the  remaining 
profits  of  retailing,  and  further  reduce  the 
prospects  of  employment  in  retailing." 

US  DAW  oppose  'freeze' 
on  shop  prices 

The  Union  of  Shop,  Distributive  and 
Allied  Workers  is  strongly  opposed  to  a 
freeze  on  shop  prices  if  all  other  prices 
of  goods  and  services  are  allowed  to  rise. 

Such  a  "one-sided  price  freeze"  would 
be  no  answer  to  Britain's  present  economic 
crisis,  USDAW  general  secretary,  Lord 
Allen,  told  Mrs  Shirley  Williams,  Secretary 
for  Prices  and  Consumer  Protection,  in  a 
letter  published  last  Thursday.  Although 


the  letter  related  mainly  to  food  prices, 
which  Lord  Allen  maintained  had  not  risen 
as  much  as  rates,  fuel,  post  office  and 
transport  charges,  he  pointed  out  that  a 
freeze  on  shop  prices  alone  would  harm 
the  retail  sector  and  threaten  the  standards 
of  shopworkers  "who  are  at  present  lowly 
paid  compared  with  others  in  the 
economy."  □  USDAW  have  agreed  to 
support  the  principle  of  a  flat  rate 
incomes  increase. 

Chemists'  sales  value 
up  17  per  cent  in  May 

Chemists'  and  photographic  dealers'  retail 
sales  were  17  per  cent  higher  in  value  in 
May  than  in  the  same  month  a  year 
earlier,  according  to  the  Department  of 
Industry  index.  The  index  figure  was  163 
(1971  =  100)  and  for  independents — the 
only  classification  quoted — 145,  an  increase 
of  11  per  cent.  National  Health  Service 
receipts  are  excluded. 

For  all  kinds  of  business  the  May  value 
index  was  162,  an  uplift  of  19  per  cent. 
However,  the  May  volume  index  for  the 
"other  non-food"  category,  which  includes 
chemists,  was  down  from  112  in  1974  to 
109  this  year. 

CDA  warn  on  dismissals 

Claims  before  industrial  tribunals  for 
unfair  dismissal  under  the  Industrial 
Relations  Act  (now  repealed  and  partially 
replaced  by  the  Trade  Union  &  Labour 
Relations  Act),  seem  certain  to  become 
more  numerous  and  more  costly  states  the 
annual  report  of  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association  for  1974. 

During  the  year  the  Association  re- 
presented seven  members  before  tribunals. 
Only  one  failed  completely,  one  was  still 
pending  and  the  rest  cost  the  members  a 
total  of  £852  in  compensation.  The  report 
suggests  members  "would  do  well  to  seek 
advice  before  they  dismiss  any  employee 
covered  by  the  Act. 

Of  all  the  claims  handled  during  the 
year,  the  report  says,  "by  far  the  most 
serious  were  three  in  which  atropine  eye 
drops  were  dispensed  in  error  for  pilocar- 
pine eye  drops." 

Other  claims  concerned  mis-reading 
Achromycin  for  atropine,  Myolgin  for 
Mysoline  and  Dixarit  for  digoxin.

C.  Hetherington  elected  the 
new  Guild  president 


Mr  C.  Hetherington  was  elected  president 
of  the  Guild  of  Hospital  Pharmacists  at 
its  Council  meeting  on  July  4. 

Following  his  election  he  expressed 
Council's  appreciation  of  the  work  done 
by  Mr  J.  G.  Roberts  during  his  two  years 
as  president  and  also  for  all  he  had  con- 
tributed to  the  progress  of  hospital 
pharmacy  over  many  years.  Mr  C. 
Hitchings  was  elected  vice-president  and 
professional  secretary,  and  Mr  W.  T. 
Brookes  editor. 

It  was  reported  that  details  of  the 
advance  letter  on  the  recent  salary  award 
had  been  agreed  by  the  joint  secretaries 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council. 
In  addition  to  the  scale  for  full-time 
pharmacists  already  reported,  agreement 
was  reached  on  a  20  per  cent  increase  in 
the  rates  for  locum  pharmacists  and  those 
working  part-time  on  a  sessional  basis. 

The  working  party  set  up  to  examine 
Guild's  policy  for  the  review  body  had 
now  finished  its  deliberations.  The  Council 
agreed  that  the  president  and  Mr  J. 
Mercer,  divisional  officer  ASTMS,  should 
prepare  a  paper  based  on  its  discussion 
for  circulation  to  the  membership  by  the 
end  of  August.  Group  and  branch  secre- 
taries would  be  asked  to  arrange  meetings 
so  that  full  discussions  could  take  place 
on  the  paper.  Comments  should  then  be 
passed  to  district  and  other  Council  mem- 
bers in  time  for  the  Council  meeting  to  be 
held  on  September  26. 

Journal  decision  rescinded 

The  Council  agreed  to  rescind  its 
decision  to  cease  publication  of  the 
Journal  of  Hospital  Pharmacy.  The  matter 
will  be  examined  further  when  other 
discussions  have  taken  place.  Council  also 
agreed  to  submit  comments  on  the  review 
of  the  NHS  Whitley  machinery  through 
Mr  Mercer  to  the  DHSS. 

The  recipient  of  the  Geigy  Fellowship, 
Miss  Joshi,  having  left  her  previous 
employment,  Council  agreed  that  Miss  N. 
Bampton,  principal  pharmacist,  Birming- 
ham Childrens  Hospital,  should  be  offered 
the  Fellowship.  She  will  undertake  a  study 
of  paediatric  pharmaceutical  services  in 
Canadian  hospitals  and  compare  them 
with  those  of  British  hospitals. 

The  Nicholas  Award  for  1975  will  be 
made  to  Mr  T.  Furber,  area  pharmacist 
Edinburgh  Royal  Infirmary,  and  he  will 
present  his  paper  at  a  meeting  of  the 
London  Branch  on  September  25. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Education  and 
Science  Committee  would  consider  the 
request  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  for  its  views  on  the  Society's 
paper  on  postgraduate  education. 
□  ASTMS  opened  on  July  7  its  own  resi- 
dential educational  establishment.  A  week 
has  been  reserved  for  hospital  pharmacists 
beginning  November  10.  The  syllabus  has

not  yet  been  drawn  up  but  it  is  said  the 
following  subjects  will  be  studied  in 
depth:  the  role  of  hospital  pharmacists 
within  ASTMS;  the  structure  of  ASTMS; 
the  policy  making  machinery  of  ASTMS 
and  the  extent  of  ASTMS  membership 
within  the  NHS,  their  discipline  and 
organisation.  Another  subject  for  discus- 
sion is  "Is  professionalism  in  conflict  or 
sympathy  with  trade  unionism?" 

Twenty  students  can  be  nominated  for 
the  course.  Travel  costs  will  be  met, 
accommodation  and  meals  provided. 
Nominations  should  be  submitted  before 
September  30  to  Mr  J.  Mercer,  150 
Southampton  Row,  London  WC1B  5AL. 

Hospital  pharmacists:  too 
much  management? 

Many  hospital  pharmacists  have  expressed 
concern  about  the  increasing  emphasis  on 
their  managerial  role  and  administrative 
duties,  claiming  that  they  were  trained  to 
be  pharmacists,  not  managers  or  adminis- 
trators, said  Mr  J.  A.  Baker,  area  pharma- 
ceutical officer  for  Kensington,  Chelsea 
and  Westminster  AHA  on  Tuesday. 

"But  it  is  a  fact  of  life  that  hospital 
pharmacy  has  developed  to  a  stage  where 
without  sound  organisation  and  good 
management  an  effective  service  cannot  be 
provided,  and  professional  and  technical 
skill  cannot  be  deployed  or  developed," 
he  told  a  symposium,  "Hospital  pharmacy 
— the  way  ahead",  sponsored  by  Travenol 
Laboratories  Ltd. 

It  was  pointless  indulging  in  fantasies 
about  developing  more  specialised  or 
clinically  orientated  roles  for  hospital 
pharmacists  until  the  basic  aspects  of 
their  work — that  is,  obtaining  and  distri- 
buting drugs — were  effectively  organised 
and  managed. 

Every  pharmacist  from  the  staff  grade 
upward  was  an  administrator  and  it  was 
essential  that  each  one  acquired  organisa- 


tional, managerial,  social  and  teaching 
skills  as  part  of  their  basic  training. 
Some  pharmacists  at  present  in  senior 
positions  lacked  those  skills  but  once  a 
manager  had  been  convinced  he  was  a 
manager  his  motivation  to  acquire  new 
skills  was  usually  improved,  Mr  Baker 
continued,  particularly  with  the  right  kind 
of  support  from  his  immediate  superiors. 

He  added  that  priority  should  be  given 
to  helping  young  pharmacists  acquire 
those  skills  in  the  preregistration  year. 
Existing  management  courses  were  not 
always  succeeding,  but  Mr  Baker  was 
optimistic  that  "we  may  expect  changes  in 
the  future."  Principles  and  techniques 
could  be  taught  in  the  classroom  but  the 
best  way  of  obtaining  practical  skills  was 
to  work  for  a  good  manager;  good 
managers  recognised  that  delegating  res- 
ponsibility, encouraging  staff  to  develop 
a  critical  attitude,  listening  to  their  views, 
even  letting  them  make  mistakes,  were 
all  of  the  utmost  importance  in  develop- 
ing the  skills  of  both  the  manager  and 
his  subordinates. 

New  alliance  to  campaign 
against  'unfair'  rates 

The  new  Trade  and  Professional  Alliance 
was  launched  on  July  4  to  celebrate  "In- 
dependents' day." 

The  alliance,  which  represents  350,000 
independent  trade  and  professional  people 
including  members  of  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union,  was  formerly  the  National 
Allied  Societies  Committee,  a  subsidiary  of 
the  National  Chamber  of  Trade. 

Mr  J.  Wright,  chief  executive  of  the 
NPL",  was  one  of  the  signatories  of  a 
letter,  published  in  The  Times,  from  the 
National  Chamber  of  Trade  seeking  sup- 
port for  a  campaign  against  high  rates  and 
the  "unfair"  rating  system,  a  campaign 
which  will  start  later  this  summer  and 
was  prompted  by  "the  apparent  deter- 
mination of  successive  Governments  to 
legislate  the  independent  trader  and  pro- 
fessional out  of  existence."  The  NPU 
recently  sent  members  a  questionnaire 
asking  for  information  on  rates. 

Prazosin  warning 

A  warning  that  it  seems  unwise  to  allow 
patients  taking  prazosin  to  operate 
machinery  or  drive  on  the  day  treatment 
begins  is  given  in  the  latest  Drug  and 
Theinpeutics  Bulletin. 

Reviewing  ihe  drug,  the  bulletin  con- 
cludes that  prazosin  is  an  effective  anti- 
hypertensive, but  in  view  of  the  risk  of 
sudden  collapse  when  starting  treatment 
and  the  high  incidence  cf  other  unwanted 
effects  its  use  should  be  restricted  to 
patients  in  whom  other  treatments  have 
proved  ineffective  or  unacceptable.  The 
Committee  on  Safety  of  Medicines  warned 
earlier  this  year  that  this  sudden  collapse 
occurs  in  at  least  1  per  cent  of  patients. 

Glass  container  sales 

Total  sales  of  glass  containers  during  1974 
amounted  to  6,459m  units,  state  the  Glass 
Manufacturers  Federation.  The  value  of 
sales  was  £137m.  Chemicals  and  pharma- 
ceuticals accounted  for  617m  units  (10 
per  cent  of  the  market)  and  toilet  and 
perfumery  for  239m  (4  per  cent). 
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Chancellor 
defends  extra 
VAT  rate 

Several  weeks  after  the  last  Budget  Mr  J. 
Wright,  secretary  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,  wrote  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  expressing  keen  disappointment 
that  the  range  of  goods  charged  with  25 
per  cent  value  added  tax  had  been 
increased.  He  pointed  out  many  pharma- 
cists sold  cameras  and  electrical  appliances 
and  that  the  extra  work  involved  will  be 
out  of  proportion  to  the  increase  in 
revenue.  If  the  level  of  standard  tax  had 
been  increased  to  about  9  per  cent  the 
same  total  increase  could  have  been 
obtained. 

Mr  Healey  in  a  reply  dated  June  26  said 
"In  deciding  to  make  the  25  per  cent  rate 
a  more  general  feature  of  the  VAT  sys- 
tem I  concentrated,  as  far  as  possible,  on 
items  which  represent  large  or  fairly  large 
purchases  and  are  usually  bought  sepa- 
rately, rather  than  on  small  items  that  are 
commonly  sold  in  'corner  shops'  and 
other  small,  mixed  businesses.  I  hope  that 
in  that  way  the  impact  of  my  proposals 
on  small  retailers  will  be  minimised.  I 
fully  understand  their  difficulties,  and  I 
added  in  by  Budget  Speech  that  I  grate- 
fully acknowledge  the  hard  work  they 
have  put  in  in  adapting  themselves  to 
their  new  responsibilities  under  VAT." 

Mr  Healey  agreed  that  a  similar  amount 
of  additional  revenue  might  have  been 
raised  by  increasing  the  standard  rate  but 
that  would  have  had  a  "much  greater 
adverse  effect  upon  the  Retail  Price 
Index." 

The  Chancellor  goes  on:  "Very  few 
classes  of  goods  are  now  generally  accep- 
ted to  be  luxuries,  and  a  higher  rate  of 
VAT  restricted  to  such  goods  would  pro- 
duce relatively  little  revenue  ...  I  am 
confident  that  once  businesses  become 
accustomed  to  the  higher  rate,  and  once 
they  are  familiar  with  the  operation  of 
the  new  VAT  retail  schemes,  the  changes 
will  prove  less  onerous  than  some  may 
have  feared." 

Cosmetics  spending  to  rise 

As  a  direct  result  of  not  being  included  in 
the  luxury  goods  VAT  rate,  the  volume 
of  spending  on  cosmetics  and  toilet  re- 
quisites will  continue  to  rise  in  1975-76, 
according  to  the  latest  forecast  published 
by  Staniland  Hall  Associates  Ltd,  1A 
Camden  Walk,  London  Nl  8DY. 

However,  the  general  squeeze  on  con- 
sumers' disposable  incomes  will  reduce 
the  growth  rate  to  below  that  of  recent 
years — the  best  year  is  forecast  to  be 
1978  when  growth  of  54-  per  cent  by 
volume  and  164  per  cent  value  is  predicted.

Closures  campaign  if  Counterbalance  grows 


A  national  campaign  on  pharmacy 
closures  is  among  the  plans  of  Counter- 
balance, the  Association  of  Chemist 
Contractors,  according  to  a  "progress 
report"  issued  this  week.  However,  the 
campaign  will  not  materialise  until  the 
organisation  has  sufficient  members  to 
enable  it  to  be  carried  out  effectively — 
and  current  membership  is  around  200 
(see  p61). 

Counterbalance  says  that  it  has  been 
seeking  information  from  the  Central 
Contractors  Committee  on  closures  and 
the  need  for  a  pharmaceutical  service  in 
certain  areas  but  "without  positive 
results".  Now  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  been  asked  for  the  information. 


A  member  of  Counterbalance  has  been 
invited  to  address  a  Cheshire  contractors 
meeting  and  there  has  been  "qualified  sup- 
port" from  a  London  committee  which 
has  stated:  "In  times  of  deadlock  with  the 
Department  Counterbalance  could  form  a 
useful  focus  for  the  opinions  and  griev- 
ances of  contractors  nationally  provided 
that  sufficient  numbers  of  contractors  give 
the  association  their  support  in  the  earl! 
stages."  The  committees  concerned  are 
understood  to  be  the  North-east  London 
committees  of  Barking,  Havering,  Red- 
bridge  and  Waltham  Forest— whose  report 
nevertheless  stressed  they  were  unwilling 
to  commit  themselves  to  a  formal  liaison 
with  Counterbalance. 


Government  actions  should 
'encourage  investment' 

In  a  foreword  to  the  1974-75  annual 
report  of  the  Association  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry,  Mr  R.  G.  Hoare, 
immediate  past  president  ABPI,  highlights 
the  pharmaceutical  industry's  outstanding 
investment  record  which  has  enabled  the 
industry  to  maintain  a  growth  rate  of  10 
per  cent  a  year  compared  with  3  per  cent 
for  manufacturing  industry  as  a  whole. 
Research  expenditure  since  1967  had  in- 
creased three-fold,  "The  Government",  he 
states,  "must  also  recognise  that  it  has  a 
responsibility  to  ensure  that  its  policies 
serve  to  encourage  and  not  discourage, 
future  investment". 

'Lavish'  hospitality  charge 
refuted  by  industry 

According  to  an  article  in  the  Financial 
Times  on  Monday  a  correspondent  asserts 
that  the  Government  has  "finally  lost 
patience  with  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
over  the  amount  of  money  spent  by  manu- 
facturers on  advertising  and  promotion. 

According  to  1973  figures  the  industry 
spent  around  £32m  a  year  (14  6  per  cent 
of  its  NHS  turnover)  on  this  activity  and 


the  Minister  of  State  for  Health,  Dr  David 
Owen,  has  asked  industry  to  cut  it  by 
about  a  quarter  (C&D,  May  10,  p631). 

Dr  Owen  has  said  in  Parliament  that 
his  proposals  are  specifically  designed  to 
"shield"  publications  of  reference  value 
and  has  directed  his  criticism  at  medical 
representatives  free  samples,  hospitality 
and  "lavish  and  unnecessary  promotional 
activity". 

On  the  charge  of  "lavish  and  un- 
necessary promotional  activity"  the  ABPI 
point  out  that  in  ihe  present  economic 
state  of  industry  no  manufacturer  is  going 
to  spend  money  unnecessarily. 

Zoonoses  Order 

Reduction  of  the  risk  of  salmonella 
infection  in  animals  and  birds,  and 
brucella  infection  in  animals,  being  trans- 
mitted to  humans,  is  the  purpose  of  a 
new  Order  under  the  Agriculture  (Miscel- 
laneous Provisions)  Act  1972.  The 
Zoonoses  Order  1975  enables  cases  of 
infection  to  be  investigated.  Notices  can 
be  served  putting  premises  under  restric- 
tions to  reduce  the  risk  of  spreading 
infection  to  humans  through  the  move- 
ment of  livestock  or  products,  and  also 
requiring  cleansing  and  disinfection  to  be 
carried  out.  The  powers  will  be  held  in 
reserve  and  used  only  when  considered 
necessary  to  safeguard  human  health. 
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Mr  John  Phillips,  assistant  general  sec- 
retary of  distribution's  biggest  union, 
USDAW,  is  to  be  the  new  chairman  of 
the  Distributive  Industry  Training  Board. 

Mr  J.  E.  Wilson,  proprietor  of  a  one-man 
operated  pharmacy  at  2  Rectory  Road, 
Woodmansterne,  Banstead,  Surrey,  retired 
on  June  30,  after  nearly  41  years  there. 
Mr  Wilson,  now  in  his  early  seventies, 
was  the  only  shopkeeper  in  the  parade  of 
nine  shops  to  have  occupied  his  premises 
since  the  opening  in  August  1934.  The 
shop  is  now  empty. 

Mr  G.  Young,  MPS,  senior  pharmacist, 
Boots  Ltd,  at  Piccadilly  Circus,  London 
completed  50  years  on  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  register  on  July  8.  In  an  inter- 
view on  the  BBC's  Today  programme 
on  Tuesday  morning  Mr  Young  recalled 
the  changes  in  medicine  that  had  taken 
place  over  the  last  half  century.  Although 
in  his  seventies  he  continues  in  full-time 
employment  at  the  branch  where  he  has 
worked  for  about  40  years. 

Mr  Alastair  Service,  a  publisher  and 
writer,  has  been  appointed  chairman  of 
the  Family  Planning  Association,  the  first 
male  chairman  in  its  history.  The  FPA 
consider  the  development  "a  major  con- 
tribution towards  mutual  co-operation 
between  men  and  women  on  the  equal 
opportunities  Iront  in  this  International 
Women's  Year."  Mr  Service  has  acted  on 
various  FPA  committees  since  1969  and  is 
co-founder  and  chairman  of  the  Birth 
Control  Campaign. 

Professor  A.  H.  Beckett  and  Mr  J.  C. 
Bloomfield  (members  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Council)  have  been 
elected  honorary  members  of  the  Swedish 
Academy  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences.  The 
presentation  of  their  certificates  is  to  be 
made  at  the  annual  meeting  on  October 
6  and  7.  The  Council  of  the  Academy  has 
power  to  elect  as  honorary  members  per- 
sons in  Sweden  and  overseas  who  have 
"rendered  distinguished  services  to  the 
academy  or  to  pharmacy".  The  honour  is 
rarely  conferred — at  present  only  three 
honorary  members  have  been  elected.

Topical  reflections 
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Fees 

Mr  Harry  Steinman,  before  demitting  office  as  treasurer  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  warned  that  registration  and  premises  retention 
fees  would  rise.  That  is  in  line  with  everything  else  at  the  present  time  and 
was  inevitable.  The  Council  has  now  proposed  that  the  personal  retention 
fee  should  be  doubled,  jumping  in  one  step  from  £14  to  £28  per  annum, 
while  the  fee  for  registration  of  premises,  it  is  suggested,  is  to  be  £20 
instead  of  £8.  Approval  for  the  increases  is  being  sought  from  the  Privy 
Council  who  might,  in  these  days,  take  a  close  look  at  the  proposals  before 
granting  their  consent.  It  does  not  seem  long,  comparatively  speaking,  since 
the  fee  was  £T57| — if  my  conversion  is  correct — and  £28  represents  a 
pretty  substantial  increase.  Only  five  years  ago  the  figure  was  ten  guineas. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  amount  specified  is  capable  of  justification, 
though  it  may  be  that  a  number  of  pharmacists  who  have  retained  their 
membership  so  as  to  remain  in  the  fold,  will  be  forced  to  consider  their 
situation.  The  suggestion  that  the  reduced  fee  for  older  members  should 
remain  as  it  is,  is  welcome,  for  it  would  be  hard  to  sever  a  long  connection 
on  grounds  of  financial  stress.  But  I  would  rather  that  the  proposed 
changes  had  been  more  detailed  so  that  there  would  have  been  no  cause 
for  indulging  in  excuses  relating  to  the  retail  price  index;  comparison  with 
fees  of  other  professional  bodies,  and  the  claim  for  income-tax  relief  on  the 
amount  payable,  where  applicable — the  last-named  used  so  often  that  it  is 
now  a  little  threadbare. 

Income  from  premises,  we  are  told,  has  fallen  because  of  the  reduction  in 
the  number  of  pharmacies.  One  can  hardly  think  that  the  fall  has  been  so 
great  as  to  justify  those  remaining  having  an  increased  fee  of  150  per  cent. 
I  have  little  doubt  that  those  attending  the  annua!  meeting  next  year  will 
have  memories  long  enough  to  ask  for  a  more  detailed  statement  than  that 
put  forward  now.  All  I  am  suggesting  is  that  the  members  might  have  been 
taken  more  fully  into  the  confidence  of  the  Society's  Council.  They  are, 
many  of  them,  in  business  and  are  not,  on  the  whole  unintelligent. 

Inaccessible 

The  report  of  the  social  survey  division  of  the  Home  Office  into  shopping 
habits  and  shop  hours  is  of  great  interest  because  of  the  Council's  reference 
to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  premises  and  the  consequent  loss  of 
income.  The  survey  indicates  that  18  per  cent  of  the  population  find  that 
their  chemist  is  "not  very  convenient,  or  very  inconvenient."  So  many  factors 
enter  into  the  location  of  pharmacies  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  adduce 
any  simple  reason.  There  was  a  time — a  time  in  which  the  majority  of 
pharmacies  were  established — when  the  city  was  a  compact,  densely 
populated  centre,  with  a  sufficiently  large  concentration  to  warrant  a 
pharmacy  in  almost  every  shopping  thoroughfare,  and  certainly  within  easy 
walking  distance. 

Following  two  world  wars  in  which  sub-standard  property  was  seen  to  be 
an  urgent  problem,  new  areas  of  housing  were  created  to  absorb  what  was 
referred  to  rather  unkindly  as  "decanted"  populace.  Such  areas  had  not  the 
compactness  of  the  old  city  centres  and,  indeed,  a  number  had  no  focal 
point  at  all  and  no  proper  shopping  facilities.  The  population  was  widely 
scattered  and  the  new  area  had  none  of  the  identity  which  obtained  in  a 
community  which  had  grown  of  itself.  In  addition,  large  areas  of  the  centre 
were  permitted  to  crumble  and  no  attempt  was  made  to  breathe  new  life 
into  the  now  derelict  core. 

Touching 

A  later  development  has  seen  the  growth  of  high-rise  flats  and  new 
shopping  patterns  in  the  shape  of  the  large  stores  and  supermarkets. 
One  can  no  longer  expect  to  find  a  pharmacy  at  the  foot  of  the  stair. 
Hence  the  anxiety  of  the  Proprietary  Association  of  Great  Britain  to  have  easy 
access  to  home  medicines  from  what  are  stigmatised  as  "corner  shops." 
Its  concern  for  elderly  folk  is  quite  touching.

Novo  50  years  of  insulin  research 


Novo  Industri  A/S  was  founded  on  February  16, 
1925.  On  that  date,  the  first  "Insulin  Novo"  was  of- 
ficially released  on  the  Danish  market.  A  few  years 
earlier  the  two  Canadian  scientists  Banting  and 
Best  had  succeeded  in  isolating  and  extracting 
insulin  from  mammalian  pancreas,  a  scientific 
achievement  which  proved  to  be  the  decisive 
turning  point  in  the  treatment  of  diabetes. 

In  the  beginning,  the  production  of  Novo's  insulins 
took  place  under  modest  conditions,  but,  never- 
theless, the  quality  was  high.

Apart  from  Denmark,  Novo  has  manufactur- 
ing plants  in  France,  Western  Germany,  Switzer- 
land and  South  Africa.  New  plants  in  additional 
countries,  like  USA,  are  under  project.

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Pharmacist  alleged  to  be 
'more  drunk  than  sober' 


The  case  of  a  pharmacist  of  whom  it  was 
alleged  he  "was  more  often  drunk  than 
sober"  when  left  in  charge  of  a  Birming- 
ham pharmacy,  and  was  once  caught  in 
the  dispensary  with  a  bottle  of  gin  at  his 
mouth,  came  before  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Statutory  Committee  on  Tuesday. 
The  Committee  were  deciding  whether  the 
conduct  of  Mr  Gordon  Bernard  Brown, 
38,  of  Scribers  Lane,  Hall  Green,  Birm- 
ingham, made  him  unfit  to  be  on  the 
Register. 

Mr  Gordon  Phillips,  superintendent 
pharmacist  of  G.  E.  Phillips  Ltd,  of  Bald- 
wins Lane,  Birmingham,  said  he  employed 
Mr  Brown  from  January  1973,  until  April 
1974.  For  the  first  six  months  he  appeared 
normal  and  his  conduct  was  satisfactory. 
But  one  day  in  the  summer  of  1973  he 
returned  from  lunch  to  find  Mr  Brown 
apparently  drunk.  He  told  him  to  "take  it 
steady"  during  the  lunch  hour. 

About  a  month  later  he  found  Mr 
Brown  in  a  similar  condition  and  warned 
him  there  would  be  serious  action  if  this 
behaviour  happened  again.  Mr  Brown 
was  left  in  charge  of  the  Baldwins  Lane 
pharmacy  for  two  weeks  and  Mr  Phillips 
had  a  phone  call  from  a  dispensing 
assistant  there  saying  that  Mr  Brown  was 
more  often  drunk  than  sober. 

Collapsed  in  shop 

Two  days  later  Mr  Brown  collapsed  in 
the  shop  and  was  admitted  to  hospital. 
He  returned  to  work  in  January  1974  and 
appeared  normal  but  his  condition  deteri- 
orated and  he  admitted  an  alcohol 
problem.  Later  having  seen  him  drunk 
again  two  or  three  times  he  dismissed  him. 

Similar  evidence  was  given  by  other 
assistants  and  pharmacists. 

Mr  John  Asker,  superintendent  pharma- 
cist of  John  Asker  Ltd,  Stratford  Road, 
Birmingham,  said  he  employed  Mr  Brown 
for  two  weeks.  One  evening  the  police 
phoned  to  say  that  the  burglar  alarm  was 
ringing  at  the  shop.  Later  again  his  assis- 
tant phoned  to  say  that  the  alarm  was 
still  ringing  because  Mr  Brown  had 
refused  to  come  out.  Afterwards  Mr 
Brown  "virtually"  dismissed  himself,  said 
Mr  Asker. 

The  Society's  inspector,  Mr  Robert 
Chatterton,  said  that  Mr  Brown  told  him 
in  a  statement  that  he  did  not  have  an 
alcohol  probl  em  until  late  1973,  and  it 
was  brought  on  by  stress  caused  by 
pressure  of  work. 

He  had  collapsed  at  Baldwins  Lane  but 
that  was  not  due  to  drunkenness,  but  self- 
imposed  withdrawal  symptoms.  He  was 
trying  to  cure  himself  without  medical 
assistance. 

The  burglar  alarm  affair  was  the  result 
of  a  misunderstanding.  He  was  now  cured 
of  alcoholism. 

Mr  Brown  did  not  attend  the  hearing 


but  he  telephoned  the  Society  with  an 
apology.  He  had  been  ill. 

He  claimed  that  some  of  the  facts 
although  true,  appeared  to  be  a  little 
unjustified.  He  wanted  to  remain  in  the 
profession  and  had  not  touched  drink  for 
three  months.  The  Committee  adjourned 
the  hearing. 

No  further  action 

The  case  of  a  former  deputy  chief 
pharmacist  convicted  in  1973  of  stealing 
£51  from  the  hospital  prescription  float, 
was  told  that  no  further  action  would  be 
taken  against  him.  The  Committee  had 
adjourned  its  decision  in  his  case  in 
April  1974.  Sir  Gordon  Willmer,  the 
chairman,  said  the  Committee  proposed 
to  take  no  further  action. 

In  another  resumed  case  a  pharmacist 
who  said  he  falsified  shop  takings  records 
to  cover  up  the  theft  of  money  from  his 
briefcase,  was  reprimanded. 

UCA  former  secretary. 
Miss  Strachan,  dies 

Miss  Ada  Elizabeth  Strachan,  Glanpane 
Street,  Belfast,  secretary  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association  from  1947  until 
she  retired  in  1966,  died  on  July  5. 

Mr  T.  I.  O'Rourke,  member  of  Council 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  writes:  The  sudden  death  of  Miss 
Strachan  has  robbed  pharmacy  in  North- 
ern Ireland  of  one  of  its  best  well-known 
personalities.    After    experience    in  the

wholesale  drug  trade  she  joined  UCA  as 
assistant  secretary  in  1943  and  succeeded 
to  the  post  of  secretary  when  James 
McClenahan  left  for  England. 

As  UCA  secretary  and  also  secretary 
of  the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
she  took  a  major  part  in  all  the  long 
drawn  out  negotiations  leading  up  to  the 
participation  of  Northern  Ireland  chemists 
in  the  NHS  in  1948. 

To  most  of  us  in  pharmacy  she  was  the 
UCA  right  up  to  her  retirement.  Since 
then  she  was  always  on  hand  for  advice 
and  guidance  being  present  at  every  major 
pharmacy  function  in  the  Province.  Those 
of  us  who  worked  with  her  over  the  years 
will  mourn  her  as  a  dear  friend  and  we 
offer  our  condolences  to  her  family  circle. 

Which?  criticises  marketing 
of  clioquinol  preparations 

Concern  over  the  way  in  which  medicines 
containing  clioquinol  for  travellers'  diar- 
rhoea are  sold  throughout  the  world  are 
expressed  in  the  July  issue  of  Which? 

The  Research  Institute  for  Consumer 
Affairs,  a  "sister  organisation"  of  the  Con- 
sumers' Association,  found  considerable 
variation  in  different  countries  as  to 
whether  the  medicines  were  available  on 
prescription  only  or  on  free  sale,  in  the 
doses  recommended  and  in  the  warnings 
given  about  taking  them.  In  over  100 
samples  obtained  from  39  countries,  the 
recommended  maximum  doses  varied  from 
400mg  to  l,500mg  daily  and  length  of 
treatment  from  three  to  28  days;  15 
samples  had  no  instruction  leaflets  and 
only  the  "lowest  information"  on  the 
packs.  Which?  feels  many  national  health 
authorities  need  to  review  the  way  the 
drug  is  marketed. 

As  it  is  now  "generally  accepted  that 
clioquinol  can  produce  nervous  injury  and 
'illness',"  Which?  recommends  not  taking 
the  drug  at  all,  but  suggests  taking  a 
standard  kaolin  preparation  and  seeking 
medical  advice  rf  the  diarrhoea  has  not 
cleared  up  in  three  days.  A  "guide  to 
clioquinol  medicines"  includes  warning 
not  to  take  more  than  750mg  daily, 
stopping  treatment  after  three  days  if 
symptoms  persist,  and  lists  the  main 
contraindications. 

A  spokesman  for  CIBA  Laboratories, 
makers  of  Entero-Vioform,  told  C&D  that 
the  company  relied  on  published  evidence 
of  clioquinol's  effectiveness.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Safety  of  Medicines  was  fully 
aware  of  the  Japanese  findings  on  nervous 
system  effects  (following  which  labelling 
was  changed  after  consultation  with  the 
CSM—  see  C&D,  February  5,  1972)  and 
the  CSM  had  fully  endorsed  the  product's 
dosage  recommendations  and  marketing.

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From  Moorland 
to  Barclay  Fine 

When  Weston  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd  took 
over  Barclay  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd  about 
three  years  ago  the  Weston  group 
acquired  a  section  of  pharmaceutical 
activity  previously  unfamiliar  to  them, 
namely  manufacturing. 

The  unit  concerned  is  now  trading  as 
Barclay  Fine  Chemicals  Ltd  at  Rawdon, 
near  Leeds,  the  business  being  originally 
that  of  W.  B.  Cartwright  (of  Moorland 
tablet  and  Penetrol  fame)  which  began 
before  the  first  world  war. 

The  Weston  group  had  been  offered  the 
business  on  more  than  one  occasion  prior 
to  the  Barclay  acquisition  but  turned  it 
down  because,  being  chiefly  a  retail 
organisation,  they  felt  they  lacked  the 
expertise  of  a  manufacturing  company  and 
secondly  because  of  the  expense  that 
would  be  necessary  to  bring  the  premises 
and  plant  up  to  date  for  the  Medicines 
Act  requirements. 

A  challenge 

Having,  therefore,  got  the  business  as 
part  of  the  Barclay  deal  the  group  were 
faced  with  a  problem.  Anyone  less 
courageous  than  Weston's  chairman,  Mr 
Ralph  Weston,  would  most  likely  have 
hived  it  off.  He,  however,  looked  at  it  as 
a  challenge  and  in  the  three  years  since 
the  purchase  has  invested  something  of 
the  order  of  £250,000.  The  investment  is 
already  paying  dividends  and,  according 
to  the  chairman's  statement  in  the  recently 
published  Weston's  annual  report,  "it  is 
envisaged  that  further  progress  will  in  due 
course  be  made  available  towards  an 
acceptable  contribution  to  group  profit- 
ability". 

Following  this  initial  investment  pro- 
gramme the  plant  can  produce  up  to 
30  million  tablets  per  week,  coated  and 
uncoated  although  production  of  50  to 
60  million  tablets  weekly  is  the  target  of 
Mr  A.  F.  Youngman,  the  new  general 
manager.  On  the  liquids  side,  batch  sizes 
up  to  4,500  litres  can  be  produced  and 
creams  in  batches  up  to  3.500  kg.  The 
packaging  lines  have  been  overhauled,  new 
machines  installed  and  upwards  of  200,000 
units  per  week  can  be  produced. 

The  plant  also  manufactures  toiletries 
such  as  shampoos  and  talcum  powder  and 
plans  are  well  advanced  for  the  installa- 
tion of  an  automatic  powder  filling  plant, 
capable  of  producing  20,000  units  of 
talcum  powder  per  day. 

The  major  product  ranges  are  packed 
pharmaceuticals  and  generic  tablets.  A 
national  sales  force  operates  from  Rawdon 
and  the  6,000  retail  and  wholesale  custo- 
mers receive  a  regular  delivery  service 
from  Rawdon.  In  addition,  the  company 
supplies  the  requirements  of  the  group's 
wholesale  and  retail  division,  including  a 
selection  of  own-label  products. 

Asked  about  capsule  filling,  Mr  A.  F. 


and  Lakeside 
Chemicals 

Youngman  said  facilities  would  be  avail- 
able soon  and  would  be  essential  if  the 
company's  intended  export  drive  was  to 
succeed.  A  proportion  of  the  manufac- 
turing capacity  is  set  aside  for  selective 
pharmaceutical  contract  manufacturing 
and  several  well-known  major  "ethical" 
pharmaceutical  companies  have  placed 
substantial  contracts  with  Barclays 
Pharmaceuticals. 

In  the  tableting  area,  great  care  is  taken 
to  avoid  contamination  by  the  instal- 
lation of  separate  granulation  suites  and 
all  compression  machines  are  in  separate 
cubicles  with  adequate  dust-extraction 
facilities.  The  coating  department  is  at 
present  being  expanded  with  similar  plans 
for  isolation  and  dust  extraction.  Pro- 
duction capacity  at  present  is  10  million 
per  week. 

A  separate  unit  has  been  built  to  isolate 
the  manufacture  and  packaging  of  peni- 
cillin tablets  and  granules  for  syrup.  This 
unit  has  a  production  capacity  of  approxi- 
mately 10  million  tablets  per  week. 
Eventually,  it  is  envisaged  that  a  similar 
separate  unit  will  be  installed  for 
oxytetracycline  and  tetracycline  tablets. 

In  charge  of  the  analytical  laboratories 
and  quality  control  department  is  Dr  M. 
Rasburn.  He  believes  that  the  quality 
assurance  system  carried  out  at  Rawdon 
must  be  much  more  critical  of  a  product 
that  a  simple  interpretation  of  food  and 
drugs  legislation. 

Other  divisions  housed  on  the  Rawdon 
site  are  the  Reynolds  &  Branson  scientific 
division  and  the  Reynolds  instrument 
workshop  division.  The  scientific  division 
supplies  laboratory  apparatus  and  chemi- 
cals to  universities,  schools  and  local 
authorities.  The  instrument  workshops, 
apart  from  the  manufacture  and  assembly 
of  microscopes  and  specialist  instru- 
ments for  industry,  have  also  built  up  a 
reputation     for     developing  specialised

equipment  for  the  pharmaceutical  manu- 
facturing industry.  One  example  of  this 
work  is  a  de-duster  attachment  for  tablet 
compression  machines  to  enable  surplus 
dust  to  be  extracted  immediately  the  com- 
pressed tablets  are  ejected  from  the 
machine.  A  range  of  instruments  for  the 
manufacturing  chemist  is  to  be  marketed 
later  in  the  year. 

The  original  Cartwright  business  was 
part  of  the  Timothy  Whites  &  Taylors 
group  when  Boots  took  over  TWT  in 
1968.  Boots  sold  off  the  premises,  plant 
and  a  number  of  products  to  F.  R.  Evans 
(Leeds)  Ltd  in  lune  1969  but  kept  the 
sales  force  and  certain  proprietaries 
including  Moorlands  and  Penetrol.  The 
purchasing  company  were  to  form  later  a 
company,  Lakeside  Laboratories  (the 
premises  are  indeed  beside  a  lake),  which 
together  with  Cartwright  (Rawdon)  were 
to  carry  on  as  wholesalers  and  manufac- 
turers. Both  those  companies  were 
acquired  by  Barclays  &  Sons  in  October 
1971  intending  to  merge  their  activities 
with  Reynolds  &  Branson.  They  them- 
selves, however,  were  taken  over  about 
six  months  later. 

The  Lakeside  Laboratories'  nameplate  is 
still  to  be  seen  at  the  Rawdon  premises 
but  its  trading  use  is  now  restricted  to 
certain  overseas  markets.

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A  couple  and  their  pharmacy 

Equal  fame  for  pharmacist 
husband  and  wife 


It's  not  unusual  for  pharmacists  to  marry 
each  other — what  is  unusual  is  to  find  a 
couple  who  have  both  become  equally 
well-known  in  different  branches  of  pharm- 
aceutical politics. 

Mr  J.  C.  Leigh  has  been  a  member  of 
the  NPU  Executive  committee  since  1968. 
being  chairman  for  the  year  1974/75.  and 
Mrs  Estelle  Leigh  is  the  new  vice-president 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  having  been 
a  member  of  Council  since  1964  with  a 
break  of  one  year. 

When  it  was  suggested  that  they  could 
be  pharmacy's  most  famous  husband  and 
wife  team,  Mrs  Leigh  agreed  that  it  was 
unique  for  one  partner  to  be  a  Council 
member  and  the  other  to  be  a  member  of 
the  NPU  Executive,  particularly  as  there 
had  only  ever  been  eight  women  on 
Council  and  the  NPU  Executive  had 
always  been  male! 

It  was  something  of  an  achievement  to 
interview  them  at  their  pharmacy  together 
— when  Mrs  Leigh  was  not  away  from 
home  on  Council  business,  Mr  Leigh  was 
away  at  an  NPU  meeting.  "But  if  you  are 
in  the  same  profession  it  makes  for 
harmony  in  a  marriage  because  at  least 
you  know  why  the  other  person  is  away 
and  you  can  understand  the  pressures  on 
them,"  Mrs  Leigh  believes. 

Liverpool  suburb 

"Leigh's  pharmacy"  was  built  in  1910  in 
Walton  Village,  a  northern  suburb  of 
Liverpool,  and  was  first  opened  by  Mr 
Leigh's  pharmacist  father.  Mr  Leigh  junior 
was  born  literally  "on  the  premises"  and, 
apart  from  a  period  in  the  air  force  during 
the  war,  he  has  worked  there  ever  since  he 
qualified  in  1940.  He  became  so  interes- 
ted in  radar  installation  and  maintenance 
while  serving  in  the  RAF  volunteer 
reserve  that  he  almost  went  into  electronics 
rather  than  back  into  pharmacy  when  the 
war  ended. 

The  family  lived  on  the  premises  until 
1941  when  the  shop  was  enlarged  to  its 
present  500  sq  ft  and  the  original  dining 
room  of  the  house  converted  into  a  dis- 
pensary. Mr  Leigh  did  all  his  own  shop- 
fitting,  with  the  help  of  his  assistant 
pharmacist,  making  shelves  "with  a  Black 
and  Decker  at  the  weekend." 

His  most  valued  possession  in  the 
dispensary  is  a  Kirby  Lester  electronic 
tablet  counter,  "which  when  I'm  feeling 
cynical  I  say  is  the  best  thing  that's 
happened  to  pharmacy  in  the  past  50 
years!"  Also  important  is  a  shelf  full  of 
reference  books.  "You  can't  have  too 
much  information",  he  believes.  "Pharm- 
acists complain  that  doctors  never  come 
to  them  for  advice  while  doctors  say  it  is 
because  pharmacists  often  don't  have 
enough  information  to  give  them." 

The  shop  is  very  much  a  family- 
orientated  business  serving  a  non-mobile 


community:  customers  come  because  their 
grandparents  came  before  them.  With 
dispensing  accounting  for  three-quarters 
cf  the  turnover,  two  pharmacists  have 
always  been  necessary.  One  is  another  Mrs 
Lee  (spelt  differently)  which  can  lead  to 
confusion  on  the  telephone,  particularly 
as  yet  another  member  of  staff  has  the 
same  name.  "How  many  wives  have  you 
got  there?"  people  ask. 

The  pharmacy  is  near  a  group  practice 
of  four  doctors  and  in  the  same  row  of 
shops  as  three  small  supermarkets  but 
their  competition  does  not  seem  to  worry 
Mr  Leigh  unduly.  He  knows  most  of  his 
customers  by  name  and  believes  he  keeps 
them  by  offering  a  personal  service. 

Numark  sign 

Prominent  in  the  window  is  the  blue 
and  white  Numark  sign.  ("It  couldn't 
not  be  there,  could  it?"  says  Mrs  Leigh). 
To  him,  the  great  advantage  of  the  scheme 
is  that  it  cuts  down  stock-holding  and 
paper  work,  which  can  be  delegated  to  the 
counter  assistants  leaving  the  qualified 
staff  free  to  concentrate  on  the  pharm- 
aceutical side.  Not  being  in  a  main  High 
Street  position,  these  aspects  are  more 
important  to  his  business  than  the  pro- 
motional advantages. 

Staffing  problems  have  been  negligible 
as  the  three  counter  assistants  have  all  been 
there  over  10  years  and  the  dispensing 
assistant  over  21  years.  The  assistants 
work  a  flexible  shift  system,  which  fits 
in  with  home  commitments,  and  Mr 
Leigh  believes  this  flexibility  has  contri- 
buted to  their  loyalty.  He  also  owns 
another  pharmacy  in  Crosby,  Liverpool, 
run  by  a  pharmacist  manager. 

Does  he  look  back  on  his  year  as 
chairman  of  the  NPU  as  a  particularly 
difficult  one?  "It  finished  off  well,"  he 
believes.  "The  campaigns  against  multi- 
late  VAT  were  successful  and  the  Depart- 
ment began  to  respond  to  the  facts  and

figures  put  forward  in  contractors' 
negotiations."  ("We'll  forget  about  Care," 
he  adds  wryly). 

He  has  two  more  years  to  serve  on  the 
NPU  Executive.  "One  of  the  Executive's 
biggest  problems  is  realising  that  every 
business  is  different.  We  have  to  form 
non-rigid  policies  that  are  acceptable  to 
the  High  Street  pharmacy,  the  family 
business  and  the  rural  pharmacy.  The 
NPU's  job  is  to  provide  the  best  service 
to  members  at  the  lowest  possible  cost 
and  so  many  people  don't  appreciate  the 
difficulties  involved.  It  is  often  the  work 
which  is  not  published  that  counts,  for 
example,  the  prevention  of  potentially 
harmful  reports  from  appearing  in  local 
and  national  newspapers,  or  the  stopping 
of  proposed  legislation  during  the  period 
when  the  Government  are  'kite  flying'." 

What  did  he  feel  about  the  so-called 
lack  of  communication  within  the  pro- 
fession? "We  are  trying  to  improve  t'">e 
situation  with  Action,  the  new  publication, 
but  we  can't  communicate  if  people  won't 
read.  Communication  is  a  two-way  pro- 
cess and  someone  must  be  on  the  receiving 
end." 

Mrs  Leigh's  role 

Turning  now  to  Mrs  Leigh's  role  in  the 
p'-armacy,  she  insists  that  she  has  always 
been  an  employee  pharmacist.  "The 
pharmac'es  are  my  husband's,"  she  ex- 
plains. The  couple  first  met  as  students  at 
Liverpool  School  of  Pharmacy  and, 
although  they  exchanged  Christmas  cards, 
it  was  16  years  later  when  they  re-met  and 
decided  to  get  married. 

On  qualifying,  Miss  Feeney  as  she  was, 
returned  to  work  for  Boots  in  the  Liver- 
pool area  for  three  years  before  she 
moved  to  Nottingham  to  take  charge  of 
one  of  their  bacteriological  laboratories. 
Then  followed  several  years  in  hospital 
pharmacy  at  Nottingham  General,  Derby 
Royal   Infirmary   and  Croydon  General 
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where  she  became  chief  pharmacist  and 
planned  a  new  aseptic  dispensary.  In  1951 
she  transferred  to  British  Drug  Houses  to 
do  information  work,  eventually  becoming 
the  company's  export  marketing  manager 
until  her  marriage  five  years'  later. 

Much  of  her  Council  work  has  been 
involved  with  education  and  she  was 
chairman  of  the  Education  Committee.  She 
took  part  in  the  .Society's  delegation  which 
visits  every  British  school  of  pharmacy 
every  five  years,  touring  the  departments 
and  discussing  the  courses  with  the  staff 
and  students.  She  represents  the  Society  on 
Liverpool  Polytechnic's  pharmacy  advisory 
committee,  on  an  FIP  working  group  on 
education  and  postgraduate  training  and 
on  the  National  Home  Safety  Committee 
of  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Accidents. 

Other  pharmaceutical  organisations  she 
has  headed  are  the  Society's  Liverpool 
branch,  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion and  the  National  Association  of 
Women  Pharmacists,  and  she  is  a  member 
of  the  standing  Pharmaceutical  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Department  of  Health. 

One  topic  she  feels  particularly  strongly 
about  is  the  distribution  of  pharmacies  and 
she  would  like  to  see  some  form  of 
limitation  of  contracts. 

"With  an  agreed  rota  of  pharmacies  on 
24-hour  call  and  some  on  late  duties, 
adequately  paid  for  by  the  State,  it  would 
give  the  public  a  full,  efficient  pharm- 
aceutical service.  There  would  be  more 
scope    for    the    young    pharmacist  who

would  know  exactly  where  he  could  and 
could  not  set  up  in  practice.  The  threat 
of  leapfrogging  is  a  real  bugbear.  The 
difficulty  is  getting  the  Government  to 
agree." 

Her  reaction  to  being  elected  vice- 
president  was  to  feel  "honoured  and  hum- 
bled," with  some  trepidation  at  the  re- 
sponsibility involved  in  maintaining  the 
high  standards  set  previously. 

In  spite  of  their  deep  involvement  in 


pharmacy,  Mr  and  Mrs  Leigh  still  manage 
to  fit  in  non-pharmaceutical  hobbies.  His 
are  electronics — he  has  built  his  own 
television  and  hi-fi  system — and  following 
Grand  Prix  racing;  hers  are  ballet  and 
tennis.  And  three  times  a  year,  they  try  to 
retreat  to  their  Mediterranean  "bolthole", 
a  beautiful  studio  flat  with  swimming  pool 
on  the  island  of  Malta,  where  lack  of  a 
telephone  is  their  idea  of  the  perfect 
escape.

Ultrasonic  burglar  alarm 

Unisec  ultrasonic  systems  have  been 
designed  to  provide  maximum  security  for 
protected  areas.

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Manpower  difficulties  ahead 
as  Register  expands? 


The  prospect  of  a  20  per  cent  increase  in 
pharmaceutical  manpower  by  1992,  with 
no  corresponding  increase  in  manpower 
needs,  was  considered  by  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  its  meeting 
last  week. 

It  was  generally  accepted  that  if  intakes 
into  schools  of  pharmacy  remained  the 
same  as  in  1974,  there  would  be  32,700 
registered  pharmacists  in  Britain  by  1992, 
an  increase  of  22  per  cent  over  the  1972 
figure.  As  the  number  of  males  would  fall, 
the  increase  would  be  of  female 
pharmacists. 

It  was  not  possible  to  give  an  accurate 
estimate  of  the  average  number  of  years 
of  full-time  employment  undertaken  by 
women  pharmacists,  but  it  might  be  con- 
servatively estimated  that  by  1992  there 
would  be  an  overall  increase  in  the 
Register  equivalent  to  between  1,500  and 
2,000  full-time  pharmacists.  At  the  same 
time,  it  appeared  that  the  manpower 
requirements  were  unlikely  to  alter,  and 
might  even  be  less,  by  1992. 

Those  considerations  tended  to  suggest 
that  the  increase  in  the  Register  which 
would  result  from  current  student  intakes 
might  well  produce  some  difficulties,  but 
further  increases  in  student  population 
would  produce  serious  difficulties.  Council 
agreed  that  the  matter  should  be  further 
discussed  by  the  Education  Committee, 
and  with  heads  of  schools  of  pharmacy  in 
October. 

Australian  permits  stopped 

Apart  from  a  few  special  exemptions,  it 
is  now  no  longer  possible  for  any  pharma- 
cist from  Britain  to  get  a  residence  permit 
to  go  to  Australia  to  take  work.  That  was 
reported  by  Ihe  secretary  and  registrar, 
Mr  D.  F.  Lewis,  who  said  that  the  infor- 
mation had  come  in  a  letter  received  from 
the  head  of  an  Australian  school  of 
pharmacy.  Mr  Lewis  was  asked  to  seek 
confirmation;  meanwhile  pharmacists  in- 
tending to  migrate  to  Australia  are  asked 
to  contact  the  secretary  and  registrar  in 
the  first  instance. 

It  was  reported  that  the  president,  Mr  J. 
P.  Bannerman,  and  the  secretary  and 
registrar  would  be  meeting  representatives 
of  the  EEC  Commission  in  Brussels  on 
July  4  to  discuss  pharmaceutical  develop- 
ments in  the  Community  as  affecting  the 
Society's  statutory  position. 

Agreements  between  Australia  and 
Britain  for  the  reciprocal  recognition  of 
pharmaceutical  qualifications  is  on  an 
Australian  State  basis.  An  Australian 
pharmacist  applying  for  reciprocal  regis- 
tration in  Britain  has  to  produce  a  letter 
from  the  registrar  of  the  State  in  which 
he  was  initially  examined  and  registered 
that  the  applicant  is  currently  registered 
in  that  State  and  in  good  standing  with  it. 
Mr  Lewis  explained  that  difficulties  arose 


when  a  pharmacist  was  no  longer 
registered  in  the  State  of  his  original 
registration;  the  applicant  had  to  re- 
register, perhaps  after  a  lapse  of  many 
years,  in  the  State  of  his  original  registra- 
tion. Council  agreed  that  reciprocity  must 
be  based  solely  on  initial  examination  and 
initial  registration,  and  that  no  change 
should  be  made  in  the  arrangements. 

Future  of  general  practice 

Council  considered  a  memorandum  on 
the  working  party  on  the  future  develop- 
ment of  general  practice  pharmacy.  It 
stated  that  if  an  attempt  was  made  to  deal 
with  all  aspects  of  the  matter,  a  report 
could  not  be  expected  for  a  considerable 
time.  In  addition,  if  a  multiplicity  of  sub- 
jects was  dealt  with  in  a  report,  and 
objections  were  subsequently  raised  to 
individual  sections,  possibly  by  outside 
bodies  commenting  on  different  parts,  the 
impression  could  be  given  that  the  report 
as  a  whole  was  unacceptable.  It  would 
then  be  difficult  to  make  progress  with 
the  implementation  of  any  of  the 
recommendations. 

It  was  suggested  that  it  would  be  prefer- 
able to  request  the  working  party  to 
proceed  with  its  work  under  distinct  sub- 
ject headings.  Reports  could  then  be 
prepared  on  individual  topics,  for  con- 
sideration by  the  Council,  and  consul- 
tation with  other  bodies  representing  those 
likely  to  be  affected  by  the  recommen- 
dations in  each  report. 

The  working  party  might  consider  the 
following: 

(1)  Distribution  of  general  practice 
pharmacies.  The  starting  point  would  be 
a  document  outlining  the  way  in  which 
the  system  used  to  control  the  number  of 
NHS  medical  practices  in  various  areas 
might  be  adapted  to  meet  pharmaceutical 
problems,  the  working  party's  report  being 
probably  eventually  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  a  Planned  Pharmaceutical 
Service  to  establish  the  attitudes  of  the 
bodies  representing  various  sections  of 
general  practice  pharmacy. 

(2)  Co-operation  between  general  practice 
pharmacists  In  relation  to  after-hours 
service  and  the  serving  of  areas  where  the 
public  did  not  have  convenient  access  to 
a  pharmacy. 

(3)  The  role  of  the  general  practice 
pharmacist  in  relation  to  prescribers,  to 
patients  presenting  prescriptions,  to  custo- 
mers requesting  medicines,  and  in  health 
education.  A  document  on  that  overall 
topic  had  been  prepared  by  the  Common- 
wealth Pharmaceutical  Association,  the 
memorandum  noted.  The  memorandum 
also  pointed  out  that  over  the  past  few 
years  the  Practice  Committee  and  the 
general  practice  subcommittee  had  pre- 
pared documents  in  which  all  of  those 
aspects  had  been  touched  upon;  a  more 


positive  attitude  on  the  part  of  pharma- 
cists had  been  encouraged,  particularly  in 
advising  customers.  The  need  was  prob- 
ably to  consolidate  the  advice  given  in  a 
single  report  and  to  consider  in  more 
detail  the  prescriber-pharmacist  relation. 
(4)  Relationships  with  the  managed  NHS 
service.  Again,  comments  had  been 
included  in  various  documents  prepared 
by  the  Practice  Committee  when  NHS 
reorganisation  was  under  consideration; 
now  that  the  new  administrative  structure 
had  been  established  it  should  be  possible 
to  make  more  precise  recommendations 
on  specific  topics.  There  was  a  need  to 
stimulate  discussion  between  hospital  and 
general  practice  pharmacists  at  area 
pharmaceutical  committee  level;  a  start 
had  been  made  with  the  latter  on  supplies 
of  medicinal  products  not  generally  avail- 
able through  normal  wholesale  channels 
to  general  practice  pharmacies.  The  next 
topic  that  needed  to  be  discussed  was 
communication  (pharmacist  to  pharma- 
cist) on  medication  of  patients  discharged 
from  hospital;  there  were  several  other 
appropriate  subjects. 

The  Education  Committee  reported  that 
a  vacation  conference  for  lecturers  in 
pharmaceutical  subjects  is  to  be  held  at 
Leicester  Polytechnic,  April  20-23,  1976. 
The  programme  will  include  "Pathology 
and  clinical  medicine  related  to  pharmacy 
in  the  undergraduate  pharmacy  course"; 
"Subjects  complementing  the  pharma- 
ceutical sciences";  "The  degree  in  pharm- 
acy in  relation  to  pharmaceutical  practice 
— consumers'  viewpoint";  "Quality  con- 
trol"; and  "Final  Year  projects". 

Boundaries:  new  subcommittee 

The  Organisation  Committee  heard  that, 
following  circulation  cf  the  letter  to 
branch  secretaries  about  the  change  in 
branch  boundaries,  some  branches  had 
made  further  representations.  It  was 
agreed  that  a  subcommittee  should  be 
appointed  to  consider  the  representations. 
It  will  comprise  Mr  D.  N.  Sharpe,  Mr  J. 
C.  Bloomfield  and  Mr  H.  Howarth. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
officers,  Council  members,  speakers,  guests 
and  their  husbands  or  wives  will  be 
identified  by  a  special  badge  at  the 
Norwich  Conference  in  September. 

At  the  June  Council  meeting,  the 
Organisation  Committee  had  been  asked 
to  review  the  practice  of  awarding  fellow- 
ships of  the  Society.  The  Committee  was 
reminded  that  a  working  party  had  been 
appointed  in  February  1973  to  consider 
the  establishment  of  a  college  of  pharma- 
ceutical practice.  It  was  suggested  that 
that  working  party,  which  had  not  yet  met 
because  it  had  been  awaiting  the  report 
of  the  working  party  on  postgraduate 
education  and  training,  would  be  covering 
similar  ground.  It  was  therefore  agreed 
that,  in  place  of  it,  a  working  party  should 
be  set  up  to  consider  the  structure  within 
the  Society  for  recognising  the  contri- 
butions of  members  to  the  profession  and 
to  the  practice  and  science  of  pharmacy. 
The  group  will  comprise  the  chairmen  of 
the  Education,  Organisation,  Practice  and 
Science  Committees  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Myers.

Goods  without  an  order 

I  am  wondering  whether  all  Max  Factor 
stockists  have  received,  as  I  have,  a  parcel 
of  goods  to  the  value  of  over  £100 — and 
if  so  what  is  their  reaction?  Mine  was  to 
ask  for  immediate  collection,  pointing  out 
that  I  would  under  no  circumstances 
accept  goods  which  have  not  been  ordered. 

If  we  allow  this  sort  of  thing  to  pro- 
liferate we  will  find  ourselves  holding 
thousands  of  pounds  worth  of  unwanted 
stock.  I  trust  that  all  pharmacists  will  have 
the  good  sense  to  return  these  parcels  and 
let  Max  Factor  know  that  we  will  not 
tolerate  this  method  of  distribution.

Fees:  an  alternative 

In  a  leading  article  on  fees,  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  journal  states  "increase 
fees  or  reduce  activity."  Another  choice 
could  be  to  look  at  efficiency  and  objec- 
tives, to  increase  the  former  and  revise 
the  latter.  The  suggestion  I  submit  is  that 
we  should  turn  this  financial  crisis  into 
an  opportunity  to  study  afresh  just  what 
we  are  aiming  at  and  how  we  set  about 
it. 

If  members  are  to  form  a  wise  judg- 
ment they  must  be  given  more  facts,  not 
only  on  how  costs  have  risen,  which  we 
all  understand,  but  also  on  how  subscrip- 
tions and  fees  are  used.  Are  we  getting 
value  for  money?  Maybe  the  proposed 
increases  are  more  than  justified,  maybe 
we  have  a  most  efficiently  run  organisa- 


the  general  practice  subcommittee.  The 
main  change  compared  with  PIRA's 
earlier  design  is  that  the  new  packs  have 
end  tabs  to  prevent  the  strips  slipping 
from  the  container.

Bylaws  alterations 

Alterations  to  the  bylaws  to  take 
account  of  a  proposed  increase  in  the 
members  fee  from  £14  to  £28  and  the 


tion  in  the  Society;  but  do  we  know? 

In  my  opinion,  60  days'  notice  on  a 
matter  of  this  importance  is  inadequate. 
Any  decision  should,  I  suggest,  be  deferred 
at  least  for  a  year,  so  long  as  we  put  this 
year  to  constructive  use. 

Would  it  not  be  sensible  to  appoint  an 
ad  hoc  committee  to  investigate  and 
report  on  the  functions  and  functioning 
of  the  Society?  Are  we  trying  to  do  too 
much,  are  our  staff  underpaid  or  overpaid, 
too  few  or  too  many?  Is  all  well  with  the 
journal,  in  content,  size,  frequency?  Have 
we  more  or  fewer  Council  members  than 
we  require? 

The  questions  I  have  posed,  and  many 
more,  should  be  answered  before  we 
accept  the  need  to  double  fees.  And  if 
some  of  the  things  we  have  taken  for 


The  latest  letter  to  come  out  of  Mallinson 
House  contained  amongst  other  things  the 
following: 

(1)  NHS  Newsletter  5/75  of  the  Central 
Contractors  Committee  (chief  executive 
J.  Wright)  explaining  the  provision  of 
contraceptive  substances  and  appliances. 

(2)  A  letter  from  the  NPU  (director  J. 
Wright)  informing  me  that  the  NPU  (my 
trade  organisation)  has  long  been  con- 
nected with  the  National  Chamber  of 
Trade  as  one  of  its  "allied  societies" — "a 
powerful  voice  to  influence  government, 
local  authorities,  the  Civil  Service  and 
others,  who  it  seems  at  present  are  deter- 
mined to  drive  the  independent  business 
man  from  the  face  of  the  earth." 

(3)  A  questionnaire  asking  me  what  cam- 
paign I  should  like  them  to  run  on  my 
behalf,  and  listing  among  other  subjects, 
capital  transfer  tax,  wealth  tax,  general 
bureaucratic  interference  and  a  space  at 
the  bottom  for  a  subject  of  my  choice. 

(4)  The  NPU  Supplement  notifying  me 
that  NPU  subscriptions  are  to  be  increased 
immediately  to  £22  plus  VAT  together 
with  an  explanation  of  the  responsible 
factors,  including  more  active  Parliamen- 
tary lobbying  (on  wealth  tax  or  general 
bureaucratic  interference?). 

I  don't  object  to  the  NPU  increasing 
its  subscription  or  the  Contractors  Com- 
mittee its  voluntary  levy,  but  as  NHS 
dispensing  now  accounts  for  nearly  50

Beecham's  expansion 
programme  maintained 


Expenditure  on  new  plant  and  equipment 
by  Beecham  Group  Ltd  amounted  to 
£21  9m  in  the  last  financial  year,  states 
their  chairman,  Mr  G.  J.  Wilkins  in  his 
annual  report  published  this  week. 

The  largest  single  project  started  was 
an  extension  to  their  Ayrshire  factory  at 
Irvine;  the  estimated  cost  is  £9  6m.  When 
completed  in  1977,  the  extension  will 
increase  greatly  the  fermentation  capacity 
and  production  of  the  chemical  side  chain 
for  Amoxil. 

Another  major  project,  now  virtually 
completed,  was  the  doubling  of  the 
capacity  of  the  pharmaceutical  factory  at 
Piscataway,  New  Jersey,  at  a  cost  of 
£2  lm.  Work  also  started  on  a  £27m 
extension  of  the  Singapore  factory. 

Significant  investment  is  also  being  made 
on  the  consumer  products  side  both  in 
the  UK  and  overseas.  At  March  31,  1975, 
expenditure  planned  totalled  £20m  of 
which  £8-3m  had  been  committed. 

On  trading  in  the  year  ended  March  31, 
Mr  Wilkins  says  most  of  the  problems 
occurred  in  the  UK.  The  group  had  to 
face  shortages  of  materials  and  com- 
ponents, substantial  increases  in  the  cost 
of  materials,  and  large  de-stocking  by 
distributors.  Both  the  pharmaceutical  and 
consumer  products  side  were  affected, 
though  the  latter  undoubtedly  suffered 
more. 

Group  sales  for  the  year  amounted  to 
£436  4m  and  pre-tax  profit  £61  9m  as 
reported  previously  (C&D,  May  31,  p738). 

A  &  H  Award  presentation 

For  the  second  time  in  two  years  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Hertfordshire,  Major- 
General  Sir  George  Burns,  last  week 
visited  Allen  &  Hanburys  at  Ware  to 
present  the  Queen's  Award  to  Industry 
for  technological  innovation.  The  latest 
Award  was  conferred  on  Allen  &  Han- 
burys Research  Ltd  for  the  development 
of  their  Bectotide  inhaler.  Mr  A.  E.  Bide, 


chairman  of  the  company  and  of  the 
parent  Glaxo  Holdings  Ltd,  in  acknow- 
ledging the  award  revealed  that  permis- 
sion had  been  received  for  the  company 
to  proceed  with  their  plan  to  further 
expand  their  facilities  at  Ware.

Imperial  Chemical  Industries  Ltd  have 
acquired  the  entire  issued  share  capital  of

Following  the  acquisition,  the  boards  of 
D.  R.  Collins  Ltd  and  the  ICI  subsidiary 
Aviex  Ltd,  manufacturers  of  the  Savlon 
range  of  medicines  and  babycare  products, 
announce  that  the  two  businesses,  which 
will  be  merged  in  due  course,  will  con- 
tinue to  trade  separately  for  the  time 
being. 

Mr  Ray  Booth,  chairman-designate  of 
Aviex  and  a  director  of  ICI  pharma- 
ceuticals division,  will  become  chairman 
of  D.  R.  Collins  and  Mr  Michael  Pitt- 
Bailey,  managing  director  of  Aviex 
becomes  in  addition  deputy  chairman  of 
Collins. 

This  is  the  second  time  that  the 
Collin's  family  have  sold  the  Goya 
business.  The  founder,  Douglas  Collins 
sold  it  to  Reckitt  &  Colman  for  £L5m 
fifteen  years  ago.

Overseas  news 


Bioavailability  data  may 
be  required  by  law  in  US 

The  US  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
has  proposed  new  regulations  which  would 
require  manufacturers  to  submit  bio- 
availability and  bioequivalence  data  on 
certain  drugs. 

The  proposed  regulations  describe  the 
methods  to  be  used  for  determining  bio- 
availability and  outline  mandatory  pro- 
cedures for  manufacturers  to  take  in 
proving  the  equivalence  of  drugs  intended 
to  be  interchangeable  in  use  but  which 
have  different  bioavailabilities.  The  FDA 
has  identified  about  20  specific  drugs  as 
having  documented  bioavailability  prob- 
lems, but  included  in  the  list  for  possible 
control  are  drugs  with  a  potential  inequiva- 
lence as  well  as  those  for  which  the 
problem  has  been  documented. 

Failure  of  a  manufacturer  to  submit  the 
required  data  would  be  grounds  for  the 
FDA  to  remove  the  drug  from  the  mar- 
ket or  refuse  approval  of  a  new  drug 
application.  "Interested  persons"  have 
until  the  beginning  of  August  to  comment 
on  the  proposals. 

About  60  drugs  are  listed  as  requiring 
in  vivo  testing,  including  several  anti- 
convulsants, cardiac  drugs  and  anti- 
infectives,  and  about  89  are  listed  as 
requiring  in  vitro  testing  only,  including 
several  antihypertensives,  diuretics,  ster- 
oids and  tranquillisers. 


Clic-loc  pass  BSI  test 
in  Germany! 

To  maintain  the  test  programme  on  its 
Clic-loc  child-resistant  closure  the  Clos- 
ures &  Plastics  Division  of  United  Glass  || 
recently  staged  a  study  in  Germany  to 
check  the  effectiveness  of  the  22mm  size. 
The  28mm  has  already  been  successfully  I 
tested,  and  the  24mm  size  is  shortly  to  be  I 
tested  in  the  USA. 

Because  of  the  recommendation  of  the  | 
Medicines  Commission,  British  companies  j 
have  felt  unable  to  conduct  the  draft  BSI  9 
tests  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  UG's  1 
latest  study  was  carried  out  to  similar  | 
standards  with  a  200-child  test  panel.  The  | 
children's  ages  ranged  from  42  to  51 
months  and  the  tests  were  supervised  by 
Professor  R.  Gadeke,  of  the  University 
children's  clinic,  Freiburg.  He  reports  a 
99  per  cent  pass  rate  for  Clic-loc  before 
observations  of  the  closure  being  opened, 
and  a  96  5  per  cent  pass  afterwards. 

Commenting  on  the  tests,  Mr  G. 
McHardy  Smith,  marketing  manager  of  | 
U.G.  Closures  &  Plastics  claims  that 
safety  packaging  should  be  tested  to  the 
BSI  draft  procedure  for  children  and 
adults,  if  not  here  then  abroad.  "This  is 
because  materials,  manufacturing  con- 
ditions and  quality  control  standards  can 
vary  widely  from  country  to  country  and, 
indeed,  from  factory  to  factory.  It  is  not 
good  enough  to  simply  quote  results  of 
equivalent  child  resistant  closures  manu- 
factured in  the  USA  or  elsewhere."
